In viewing the two kinds of city 
government—the commission, and 
the: ‘city manager forms—probably 
the most pronounced difference 
noted is the fact that in the man- 
ager form, the two great depart 
ments, legislative and administra: 
tive, are kept entirely separate, 
the council making the laws and 
directing the policies of the city. 
while the manager confines him- 
self strictly to seeing that these 
laws and policies are enforced. 


These two functions of govern-

Protection From the Wintry 
Blasts Quite Important. 


Insuring the poultry flock against 
wintry blasts will insure the profits 
to be received from the birds this 
winter, > 

“Incomes from farm flocks depend 
upon poultry housing conditions, A 
good flock poorly housed is almost 
certuin to be less profitable than a 
poor flock sheltered in an adequate 
building,” warns G. T. Klein, extension 
poultryman, Kansas State Agricultural 
college. 

The modern poultry house has fa- 
cilities for the hens to scratch, feed, 
roost, lay, and exercise in the same 
room, accerding to the poultry spe- 
cialist. One large, well-ventilated, 
well-lighted, clean sanitary room has 
replaced the separate roosting quar- 
ters, scratching shed, and laying 
house. An up-to-date house is so com- 
plete that hens are confined In thein 
In September and are not given range 
until the following spring. 

Klein says that tie most satisfac- 
tory house fs one 20 feet In depth. 
It should have about one-fourth of the 
south side open and be tight on the 
other three sides except for windows 
™ the east and-west ends and under 
the droppings beard on the north. A 
10-inch layer of straw as a ceiling 
gives protection to the birds by modi- 
fying the temperature in both winter 
and summer. Such a ceiling keeps the 
alr In the building free from damy- 
ness, prevents accumulation of frost, 
and keeps the Htter dry.

Lights During Winter 


There is no question but what pro- 
viding the iaying flock with a twelve 


“hour day throughout the winter by 


means of artificial Hght at the begin- 
ning or end of the day, or both, pays 
under Jowa conditions. More and more 
farm flocks are being thus helped to 
make the best of warm houses and 
good rations during the months of 
short days. Generally, providing the 
poultry house with lights has been ns- 
sumed to go hand in hand with elec- 
tricity on the farm. But as yet a com- 
paratively small per cent of Iowa 
farms are electrically equipped. 
During the last two years I have vis- 
{ted at teast a dozen Iowa farms where 
it was called to my attention that lan- 
terns had been used to furnish Heht 
for the chicken house, says a writer 
in Wallace's Farmer. In most cases, 
these were gasoline lanterns, although 
I know at least one farm woman re- 
ported the use of an oil pressure kero- 


sene lamp. If equipped with reflectors 
of the right sort and hung in the right 
part of the poultry house, these bin- 
terns have proved a safe and desirable 
sort of light. Far those without elec- 
tricity,. this sort of lighting for the 
poultry house {ts worth Investigation

The first shipment of oranges for 
the 1929-30 season was made early in 
December by the Little Lake Mutual 
Orchards, Inc. of Hemet, when a car 
load of the golden fruit left the pack- 
ing-house. Individual growers not 
members of either the associated or 
the M.O.D. have sold some of their 
fruit to independert buyers and some 
has been shipped out by truck by 
these buyers. 


The last of the apples and pears of 
Yucaipa district, have been cleaned 
up, closing what appears to have been 
& satisfactory season. While the crop 
was heavy, the demand was also sus- 
tained. In the case of apples, all pro- 
duced went into the marts of trade, 
those of first quality being boxed, 
while the culls went to the by-prod- 
ucts plants. The crop was of first 
quality locally, indicating that care in 
spraying and other modern methods 
is having its effect. 


Some time within the next ninety 
days the State Supreme Court is ex- 
pected to hand down its decision on 
the obligation of the State of Califor. 
nia to pay for animals condemned and 
slaughtered in tuberculosis control 
areas. The last Legislature authorized 
such payments, not to exceed 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
stock slain, and minus any amounts 
realized from salvage, but the State 
Controller has refused Payment on 
the ground the act is unconstitutional. 
He construes the payments as gifts 
| of public money. The fight of the cat- 
tle owners is being waged by the Cali- 
| fornia Dairy Council, which contends 
in briefs filed with the court the law 
is valid, as are the payments, because 
| it was enacted for the benefit of the 
public health and welfare. The Dai.y 
Council alsa avers the Federal gov- 
ernment has agreed to share tne in- 
' demnities, thus cutting the cost of the 
State. 4 


This season's cotton production tn 
Imperial, Valley reached a total of 59,- 
434 bales, according to figures given 
out by valley ginners. The output on 
the American side of. the line, most 
of it grown tn the Calipatria district, 
totaled 2596 bales.

The Clark 
gins in Mexicali have been the largest 
producers, having turned out 37,271 
bales ‘to date. In Yuma and Gila val- 
leys the total ginnings to date have 
been 29,133 bales, compared with 24,- 
474 at this date last year.

California dairy farmers received 
about $88,000,000 for dairy products 
in 1929, Sam H. Greene, secretary of 
the California Dairy Counsel, reports. 
Butter averaged 46 cents a pound, one 
cent under the average for last year. 
Income was about the same, produc- 
tion being somewhat greater 


When perishable fruits are shipped 
long distances to market the problem 
during a considerable part of the year 
is to keep the temperature in the car 
low enough to prevent deterioration. 
However, there are times when the 
problem is to keep the temperature 
high enough to prevent freezing, and 
specialists of the United States De 
partment of Agricr'ture are now at 
work on this problem. Tests have 
been made with cars standing on a 
siding and with others in ‘actual traa- 
sit during winter weather where the 
| temperature dropped as low as 40 de- 
| grees below zero Standing tests were 
made on six cars of cull apples, do- 
nated for the purpose, and showed 
that a small amount of heat applied 
continuously was sufficient to protect 
fruit in the lower layers. When a 


top layers were overheated arid the 
lower layers were given no better pro- 
tection than with a small volume, 
properly circulated. In these tests the

SOMETHING DIFFERENT 

With all the different kinds of foods

Arrange on crisp lettuce leaves 
in the center of a-slice of pineapple, 
add a spoonful of mayonnaise and a 
spoonful of whipped cream. Garnish 
with dates cut into quarters. Add a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice to the 
four slices of pineapple. 

Tea ice Cream.—Take one cupful of 
milk, three egg yolks, one cypful of 
sugar, a bit of salt, one-half cupful of 
strong tea infusion, one cupful of thin 
cream, two cupfuls of heavy cream. 
Freeze and add two cupfuls of whipped 
cream, and finish freezing. 

Orange Shortcake—Peel, slice and 
add sugar to enough oranges to cover 
two large: biscuit halves. Let the 
fruit stand in the sugar an hour before 
serving. Bake the baking powder bis- 
cult, break open, spread with butter, 
cover with the orange sauce, place an- 
other half of buttered biscuit on top, 
add more orange sauce and then top 
with lightly sweetened whipped cream.

Red-Haired English Cat 
Declared to Be Unique 

A cat said to be the only one of its 
kind in existence was exhibited re- 
cently at the cat show at Croydon, 
England, by H. C. Brooke. Instead of 
one of the familiar cat colors of black, 
white, gray or ginger, this remarkable 
feline is dark red from head to tail, 
head of deep auburn 
hair. Red patches or bands have been 
observed in other cats, but this is the 
only individual, Mr. Brooke asserts, in 
which the coat of hair is entirely red. 
Just how the red haired cat happened 
is not disclosed, although assurances 
are given that no chemical trick is 
involved, but that the animal comes 
naturally by its unusual hair. 

The animal is a full grown male 
and shares the supposed quick temper 
of the red haired humans, being ex- 
ceptionally inclined to bite and 
scratch. The red hairs are produced 
in the same manner as in human be- 
ings; that is, by partial deficiency of 
the black or brown pigment granules 
which give the colors to dark hairs.
